JEEPS NOW a'dRUG ON THE 
MARKET 

Frozen out of its market by the 
current Ottawa order re imposing 
rigid priority controls, Willys of 
Canada may have to cut off inverts 
of its civilian “jeep” from the 
United States, The Financial Post 
is informed. 

Up to July 31, it is reported, the 
company bad been bringing these 
vehicles into Canada at a rate of 
50 to 60 a day. When sale of cars 
without priority orders was ban¬ 
ned, 176 Willys dealers and distri¬ 
butors had about 1,000 jeeps on 
hand. 

Now the company faces an anoma¬ 
lous situation, according to a senior 
official. Few priority holders are 
willing to buy jeeps, while fanners, 
who want them cannot get priori¬ 
ties—no more are being issued. 

BIG BIDS FOR NEWSPRINT 

South America publishers are 
offering as high as $300 a ton for 
newsprint, The Financial Post re¬ 
ports, or about four times the 
official United States Price. This 
unprecedented situation arises from 
two simple facts: U. S. consump¬ 
tion is now averaging more than 
28 per cent higher than last year 
( 24 per cent more than pre-war), 
while U.S. production is up only 5 
per cent over 1946 (down 20 per 
cent from 1939), and Scandinavian 
countries have yet to export a ton 
of newsprint to the U.S. this year. 
Pre-war they could be counted on 
to supply some 300,000 tons annu¬ 
ally to the U.S.

Toronto—Recreation facilities for 
the young in Canada are vastly be¬ 
low minimum requirements, it was 
stated here by Lt. Col. J. Merritt, 
head of The Salvation Army Pro¬ 
perty Department for the Cana¬ 
dian Territory. 

“The outstanding need of The 
Salvation Army today is for more 
buildings and equipment for pro¬ 
grams aimed at the reduction of 
juvenile delinquency,” said Col. 

“Though much work 
among children is carried on by 
The Salvation Army in the form of 
Scouts, Guides, Boys’ Bands and 
other group work, there is a tre¬ 
mendous demand for more halls 
which have gymnasiums and other 
indoor recreational features and 
more summer outing opportunities.

RECRUITMENT OF TEACHERS 
FOR SCHOOLS IN MANITOBA, 
SASKATCHEWAN AND 
ALBERTA 

A recent meeting with the 
deputy ministers of education of 
the three prairie provinces revealed 
that there is a shortage of certified 
teachers in eac^ of the provinces 
for Elementary Schools. In order 
to meet this shortage the respective 
departments of education are pre¬ 
pared to issue, subject to the ap¬ 
proval of qualifications, temporary 
teaching permits for the period of 
a year to the following: 

1. Personnel who are in posses¬ 
sion of teaching certificates which 
have expired. 

2. Personnel who have grade 12 
or higher education but who have 
not taken teachers training. Your 
local national employment office 
will assist you and advise as to the 
necessary procedure of application. 

TOO MANY UNIVERSITY 
GRADUATES 

“Chancellor Gilmar of McMaster 
University fears we are attempting 
to turn out more university gradu¬ 
ates than Canada can absorb. What 
is your view?” The Financial Post

Canada should not limit educational 
opportunities but should improve 
on the use to which graduates are 
put.

In this mechanical age, when 
"earthworm” is mentioned thoughts 
naturally flash to “Alexander Botts 
and His Earthworm Tractor”, but in 
spite of what his “earthworms” did 
to win the war, the lowly earth¬ 
worm is the most dependable pick- 
and-shovel assistant that a gardener 
or a farmer can have on his side. 

More than that, remarks the Moose 
Jaw Times-Herald, the garden var¬ 
iety of earthworm is a scientific 
gardener. He provides the drainage 
system and at the same time supplies 
nitrogen potassium, phosphates and 
other vital minerals to the soil. His 
drainage system is so designed that 
it will catch and hold water around 
the roots of plants and trees. Some 
types of artificial fertilizers are 
deadly to earthworms. Lawns and 
gardens in which there is an abund¬ 
ance of earthworms constantly tun¬ 
neling and working do not become 
root-bound and respond quickly to 
sprinkling. 

In the United States there are; 
earthworm farms which ship the j 
worms to gardeners and farmers, j 
who want these little engineers to I 
help them in their work. Tests have ! 
shown that soil in which earthworms 
are plentiful will drink up four inches 
of rain in 15 minutes. For grain 
and vegetable crops the worms are 
helpful producers, and tests show 
that, transplanted to an area, they 
have increased rye 64 per cent., pota¬ 
toes 136 per cent., and peas 300 per 
cent. They speed the ripening of 
tomatoes and triple the berry crop. 

Then, too, they are an excellent 
assistant to the gardener or farmer 
on his day off, because a nice fat 
earthworm is an almost irresistible 
meal for some type of fish when 
dangled on a hook before them.— 
St. Thomas Times-Journal. 

Hydro Plan 

Indian Army Are Investigating The 
Possibilities Of The Scheme 

NEW DELHI.—For the last nine 
months, engineer units of the Indian 
Army have been making preliminary 
investigations on the river-controlled 
scheme, the Damodar Valley project 
which it is estimated will cost $65,- 
000,000. The scheme is modelled to 
some extent on America's publicly- 
owned Tennessee Valley Authority, 
to control devastating floods, provide 
immense hydro-electric power and 
irrigate approximately 760,000 acres 
in the rice growing Province of Ben¬ 
gal. 

Water supply for industrial and 
domestic purposes will be increased 
to 20 times the present supply. 
Hydro-electric installations will have 
a capacity of 200,000 kilowatts, sup¬ 
plemented by steam installations of 
150,000 kilowatts.

Tourist Travel 

Visitors To The National Parks 
Show Increase This Year 

Visitors to Canada’s National Parks 
where a day to day record is kept 
numbered approximately 450,000 up 
to the end of July according to a 
statement released by the Honourable 
J. A. Glen, Minister of Mines and Re¬ 
sources. This compares with an at¬ 
tendance of approximately 600,000 
during the whole of 1945 and is per¬ 
haps indicative of the increased tour¬ 
ist travel all over Canada in this the 
first year of peace. 

During the month of July alone 
60,873 visitors passed through the 
Eastern Gateway into Banff National 
Park, Alberta, an increase of more 
than 18,000 over the same month last 
year. The other National Parks in 
Alberta also report similar percent¬ 
age increses in the number of visitors. 
Waterton Lakes attendance figures 
jumped from 19,000 to 45,000; Elk 
Island, the home of the buffalo, from 
less than 10,000 to nearly 17,000; and 
Jasper National Park from 4,000 to 
7,500 as compared with July of last 
year. 

In Saskatchewan, Prince Albert 
National Park had 11,700 visitors 
compared with 8,000 in July, 1945, 
and Riding Mountain National Park 
in Manitoba, had nearly 55,000, an 
increase of more than 15,500 over the 
same period last year. 

July reports from the National 
Parks in British Columbia, Ontario, | 
Prince Edward Island and Nova 
Scotia all tell a similar story—sub- j 
stantial increases over July of last 
year. For instance, Kootenay Na¬ 
tional Park in British Columbia, had 
an increase in visitors from 8,700 to 
21,600; Point Pelee in Ontario, from 
19,400 to 30,800; Prince Edward 
Island National Park from 17,000 to 
21,000; and Cape Breton Highlands 
National Park in Nova Scotia, from j 
5,000 to 7,000. 

A feature of this year’s attend¬ 
ance at the National Parks is the I 
number of visitors bringing their own j 
| camping equipment, including many j 
j automobile trailers, and making use J 
j of the campground which have been 
j equipped for that purpose in all the 
National Parks. Superintendents re- j 
j port that these campgrounds have 
j been used to a greater extent than 
ever before thus relieving the pres¬ 
sure on'other park accommodation. |

Still Go Aloft 

Barrage Balloons Fly Over Chelsea 
In Radio Wave Tests 

A London letter in the Ottawa 
Journal, says: Londoners have al¬ 
ready forgotten what a barrage bal¬ 
loon looks like. But not the people 
of artistic Bohemian Chelsea. Every 
six hours of the day up goes a bar¬ 
rage balloon above the picturesque 
if slightly grimy roofs of that Carly- 
lian suburb, and even Chelsea folks 
wonder why. Groomed and manned 
by R.A.F. personnel, the balloon is 
used to test experiments with ultra- 
short radio waves. It is a sort of 
aerial annex to the BBC. 

A problem often debated but never 
solved used to be the altitude at 
which our wartime barrage balloons 
were flown. That was a close official 
secret for obvious reasons. But it 
throws some light on the problem 
that the Chelsea radio balloon, carry¬ 
ing instruments to register baro¬ 
metric pressure, temperature and 
humidity, attains a height of 1,50® 
feet, readings being taken every 200 
feet up.

YELLOWKNIFE IS A “REMOTE” 
AREA 

by Edna Jaques 

On a recent trip to Yellowknife 
I found out just how effectively 
rationing works and what a bless¬ 
ing it is tcf people in those liar 
away places where there is NO 
rationing. 

Take canned milk for instance. 
You see, there isn’t a cow within 
500 miles of Yellowknife. Children 
born there know what a cow looks 
like only from the pictures in the 
story books or the funnies. But they 
have canned milk by the case. One 
reason why canned milk is rationed 
in some districts in Canada is to 
enable people living in these re¬ 
mote area fco have .this vitally 
neccessary food. 

Missionaries living in the Artie 
have blessed the controlled distri¬ 
bution of canned milk so that they 
can have it, not only for their own 
use but for their missions. Pros¬ 
pectors scouring the far north for 
gold and precious minerals have 
smacked their lips over a cup of 
hot coffee with canned milk beside 
a lonely camp fire in the evening. 
Mothers are thankful for canned 
milk for their children’s cereal, 
while hospitals use it exclusively 
in the north. 

And sugar! In Yellowknife the 
sugar has to come by barge from 
Waterways, a distance of more 
than a thousand miles, before it 
reaches the stores there. As this 
waterway is open only four months 
of the year, naturally the-whole 
year’s supply has to be brought in 
during the summer. Rationing 
couldn’t be used there. But they get 
the protection of our rationing and 
declare that without rationed sugar 
in the more settled areas they 
couldn’t live up there at all. 

Meat—the same. The meat comes 
by water during the summer 
months, in refrigerator barges, 
pushed by paddle steamers. Hardly 
a day passes in the summer with¬ 
out a barge appearing to unload 
meat at the Con dock for the use, 
not only of the miners, but the 
settlement as well. 

With syrup, molasses, jams or 
preserves sent to the North West 
Territories, the housewife can vary 
her cooking because fresh fruits 
and vegetables are extremely 
scarce and almost prohibitive in 
price, as they have to come by 
plane from Edmonton. 

So, rationing is a good thing all 
round. It not only protects us—it 
protects these remote areas as well 
by guaranteeing them supplies of 
goods necessary to keep them well 
during the dark months of the win¬ 
ter when daylight is something you 
remember, but do not see. 

The new ration book No. 6 will 
be available between September 9 
and 16. It is up to Canadians to 
get their own books at the place 
designated by the Local Ration 
Board and announced in the daily 
and weekly newspapers. 

Money can’t buy the new ration 
books. Even a millionaire can’t get 
more than one. The ration book is 
everybody’s guarantee that he will 
get his share of goods in short 
supply. Twelve million brand new 
ration books are ready for dis¬ 
tribution. 

WAR NOT ALL OVER UNTIL 
END OF YEAR FOR SALVA¬ 
TION ARMY 

Toronto.—Not until the end of 
this year will the war be over for 
The Salvation Army, according to 
Commissioner Benjamin Orames, 
Territorial Commander for Can¬ 
ada. 

While the work for the armed 
forces ended in Canaaa in June 30, 
some Salvation Army supervisors 
will remain in the field overseas at 
least until September 30. Comple¬ 
tion of administrative work in con¬ 
nection with the operation of The 
Salvation Army Red Shield War 
Services is expected to take until 
December 31. 

Th Salvation Army became the 
only Canadian Auxiliary S|ervtice 
carrying on field operations on 
July 31 when the other organiza¬ 
tions turned over their activities. 

Since hostilities ended, Salvation 
Army members serving either in 
the armed forces or as supervisors 
have been trickling back to Canada 
and The Salvation Army has been 
steadily increasing home front 
operations that were diminished 
because of loss of personnel to 
war activities. The Salvation Army 
volunteered its services before the 
war started. 

A major outcome of wartime 
activities has been that large num¬ 
bers of ex-servicemen who encoun¬ 
tered Salvationists at training 
centres here and on active service 
have turned to Salvation Army 
representatives for help and guid¬ 
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ance, said Commisioner Orames. 

To restore The Army to full¬ 
time home front operations and 
carry out long-deferred expansions 
of facilities and services, the 
Home Front Appeal for $2,000,000 
opens across Canada Monday, Sep¬ 
tember 16.

A World History Book 

MANY OF THE PRESENT DIFFICULTIES existing between nations 
are no doubt to some extent due to difference in language and in view¬ 
point. Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt has expressed the opinion that differences 
in language form one of the greatest menaces to complete international 
accord, and during his years as Prime Minister of Britain, Winston 
Churchill expressed the same thought. There have been many proposals 
for the setting up of an international language, and if this could be accom¬ 
plished it would no doubt prove to be of great benefit. Another proposal 
which has been discussed on various occasions, concerns the introduction 
of a uniform history book to be used in every country of the world. 


Would Learn 
Some Facts 


The latest organization to bring this matter before 
the public is the American National Education As¬ 
sociation. This association, at its recent annual 
meeting, discussed the possibility of a world history 
text-book, compiled by an international panel of historians, “to be published 
in all languages and used in every nation.’’ Among the advantages of such 
a book were those expressed by one speaker who said: “Our children would 
be learning the same facts about Russia that English, French and German 
children learn about her, and Russia would be learning the same facts 
about us that her European neighbors do.” It was agreed that the world 
history book would be supplemented by the regular history courses of the 
country in which it was used. 


It is apparent from the events which have fol¬ 
lowed the end of the Second World War, that 
there is great need for a better basis of under¬ 
standing between nations.

Declining Population 

Say It Is Decreasing In Germany At 
A Rapid Rate 

The German population of Europe 
today—now estimated at 72,000,000— 
will decrease by 50 per cent, with¬ 
in the next 50 years. Prof. Heinz 
Sauermann, a noted German econ¬ 
omist, predicts. 

The present death rate in Germany 
is far outstripping the birth rate, 
Prof. Sauermann pointed out in an 
analysis of Germany's rapidly de¬ 
creasing population. This develop¬ 
ment will have serious political and 
economic implications for the future 
of Europe. 

Prof. Sauermann disclosed that at 
present “in the rural districts of Ger¬ 
many the death rate is twice as high 
as the birth rate; in the medium¬ 
sized cities the death rate is 300 per 
cent, higher, and in the large cities 
it is 400 to 500 per cent, higher than 
the birth rate.”

LETHBRIDGE. — Broad plans for 
future water conservation and irri¬ 
gation development in 'southern Al¬ 
berta involving millions of dollars 
and which could carry water to hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of acres of now 
semi-arid land were discussed in the 
first session of a conference being 
held under the auspices ‘of the South¬ 
ern Alberta Water Conservation 
Council. 

Geprge Spence of Regina, director 
of the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation 
Administration, reviewed the south¬ 
ern Alberta program of P.F.R.A.
